4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest the recited coating composition further including a 
functional coating comprising an inner layer and outer layer; at least one degradable 
layer located between the inner layer and the outer layer; and at least one layer of 
barrier coating located between the inner layer and the outer layer, wherein the at least 
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one layer of barrier coating has permeability to oxygen no greater than 1 0 grams per m^ 
per day at a temperature of 900T. 

The prior art of record also does not teach or suggest the recited coating 
composition further including a layer of barrier coating comprising a mixture, alloy or 
combination of alumina and silica sputtered from a target comprising 60 weight percent 
aluminum and 40 weight percent silicon on at least a portion of the first, second or third 
layer of dielectric material, wherein the layer of barrier coating has a permeability to 
oxygen no greater than 10 grams per m^ per day at a temperature of 900T. 

The prior art does not teach motivation or suggestion for modification to make the 
invention as instantly claimed.
